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POLICE KEPT BACK THRONGS 
AS THE SURVIVORS LANDED 

In a drizzling rain two hundred ané 
fifty policemen gathered early tonight 
at the Cunard line piers at West Four- 
teenth street and North river prepara- 
tory to handling the crowds. Inspec- 
tor McClusky was in charge of the 
squad, and ropes, dotted with green 
lights, were stretched for 75 yards in 
front of the piers to hold back the 
throngs. No one without a special per- 
mit was allowed beyond these ropes, 

As early as 8 o'clock automobiles, in 
which veiled women and silent men 
were seated, began arriving, and by 
8:30 a small crowd had already entered 
the great steel and concrete structure 
which covers the piers. 

A small hotel across the way had 
been converted into headquarters for 
the newspapers and press associations, 
and a meeting place for those who had 
been bereaved or had relatives aboard 
the Carpathia. Although there was no 
'rule for silence, everyone talked in 
'whispers. In this assemblage there 
those who hoped against hope 
that some dear one was alive, although 
the list of survivors had failed to show 
their names.

Titanic caused many rumors. One was 
that Captain Smith shot himseslf, an- 
other was that First Officer Burdock 
ended his life. Smith, Murdock and. 
Sixth Officer Moody are known to have 
been lost. The surviving officers are 
Lightoller, Pitman, Bothal] and Lowe. 
Discredit Reports of Sulcide. 
“Members of the crew discredit all 
reports of suicide, and say Captain 
Smith remained on the bridge’ until 
just before the ship sank, leaping only 
after those on the deck had been 
washed away. It ig also related that 
when a cook later sought to pull him 
aboard a lifebooat he exclaimed: ‘Let 
me go, and jerking away, went down. 

“What became of the men with life- 
preservers is a question asked since 
the disaster by many persons. The 
preservers did their work 01 support- 
ing their wearers in the water until 
the ship went down. Many of those 
drawn into the vortex despite the pre- 
servers did not come up again. Dead 
bodies floated on the surface as the 
last boats moved away. 

When the Band Played. 

“To relate that the ship’s string band 
gathered into the saloon near the end 
and played ‘Nearer, My God, to Thee,’ 
sounds like an attemptto give an add- 
ed solemn color to a scene which was 
in itself ...e climax of solemnity. But 
various passengers and survivorg of 
the crew agree in the declaration ‘that. 
they heard this music. To some of the 
hearers with husbands among the dy- 
ing men on the water andatthe ship's 
rail the strain was brought in through 
the words: | 

“So by my woes I'll be, 
Nearer, my God, to Thee, 
wvearer to Thee,’

Last of Roats Launched Too Late. 

“The last of the boats, a collapsible, 
was launched too late to get away and 
jvags overturned by suction. Some of 
those in it—all, say some witnesses 
found safety on a raft or were picked 
up by a lifeboat. 

“In the Marconi tower almost to the 
last the click of the sending instru- 


ment was heard over the waters. 
“As the screams in the water multi-. 
plied another sound was heard. It 


was the melady of the hymn, ‘Nearer, 
My God, to Thee,’ plaved by the string 
Some of those on the water 
started to sing the words, but grew 
silent as they realized that for the men 
who played the music was a sacrament 
soon to be consummated by death. The 
siren strains of the hymn and the fran- 
tic cries of the dying blended in a 
symphony of sorrow. 

“Sixteen boats were In the proces- 
sion. which returned on the terrible 
hours of rowing, drifting and = sus- 
pense. Women wept for lost husbands 
and sons; sailors sobed for the ship 
which had been their pride, Karly 
dawn brought no rescue ship, but not 
long after 5 o’clock the Carpathia 
showed her smokestack upon the hori- 
zon. In the joy of that moment the 
heaviest agriefs were forgotten. 

Survivors Reach Carpathia. 

“Soon after Captain HRostron was 
welcoming the chilled and hedraggled 
arrivals over the Carpathia'’s side. At 
the ship’s side I saw the last of the 
line of boats discharge their loads and 
saw women, some with chéap shawls 
about thelr heads, some with the cost- 
liest of fur cloaks, ascending’ the 
ship's side. And such joy as the first 
sight of our ship may have given them 
had disappeared from their faces and 
there were tears and signs of faltering 
as the women were helped up the lad- 
ders or holjsted aboard in swings Fur 
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put to work at pumping out the ship. 
distress signals were sent by Marconi 
and rockets were sent up. All hands 
were ordered on deck and 
were sewed on to every passenger. 

“*The stewards and other hands help- 
ed the sallors in getting the boats out. 
The order, “Women and children first,” 
was given and enforced. There was 
no panic. 

“‘T was at the wheel until 
was my duty to stay there until re- 
lieved. I was not relieved by anvone 
else, but was simply sent away by 
Second Officer ,Lightoller, who told me 
to take charge of a certain boat ana 
load it with ladies. 

“‘T did so, and there were thirty-two 
ladies, a sailor and myself In the, boa?

“‘The Titanic had sixteen lifeboats 


and two collapsible boats. All of them 
got away loaded except that one of the 
collapsibles did not open properly and 
was used as a raft. Forty sailors and 
stewards who were floating 
water got on this raft ang were pick- 
ed up on the different boats. Some 
others were floating about on chairs 
when picked up. 
Every Boat Full. 

“‘Pvery boat, so far as I saw, was 
full when it was lowered and every 
Doat that set out renched the Carpa- 
thia. The green light of the boat 
helped to keep us together, but there 
were other lights. One was an electric 
flashlight that a @entleman thad car- 
ried in his pocket. 

“‘Our boat was 400 yards away when 
the ship went down. The suction only 
rocked us a little. 

“‘T heard revolver shots, as everyone 
did. I cannot say who fired any of 
them. J have only told what I know 
and what I shall tell any marine court 
that may examine me.’

“On going on deck again, I saw that there was an undoubted list down:

“*All passengers on deck with life belts on!’ 


TOTAL ABSENCE OF ANY PANIC. 


“We walked slowly up with them tied on over our clothing, but even 
then presumed this was a wise precaution the captain was taking, and that 
we should return in a short time and retire to bed. There was a tvtal 
absence of any panic or any expression of alarm, and I suppose this can be 
accounted for by the exceedingly calm night and the absence of any signs 
of the accident. The ship was absolutely still, and, except for a gentle tilt 
downward, which I don’t think one person in ten would have noticed, at that 
time, no signs of the approaching disaster were visible. But in a few 
moments we saw the covers lifted from the boats, and the crews allotted to 
them standing by and, curling up the ropes, which were to lower them by 


the pulley block into the water. 
“We then began to realize it was more serious than had been supposed, 


and my first thought was to go down and get more clothing and some money, 
but seeing people pouring up the stairs, decided it was better to cause no 
confusion to people coming up by doing so. 


SOME WOMEN TORN FROM HUSBANDS. 


“Presently we heard the order: 


“*All men stand back away from the boats and all ladies retire to next | 


deck below!’—the smoking rcom deck or B deck.

THERE WERE NO SCENES OF HYSTERIA. 


‘Aye, aye,’ came up the reply, but I don’t think any boat was able to 
obey the order. When they were afloat the rapidly settling ship was so 
much more a sight for alarm for those in the boats than those on board that 
the sailors saw they could do nothing but row from the sinking ship. They 
no doubt anticipated that suction from such an enormous vessel would be 
more than usually dangerous to a crowded boat mostly filled with women. 

“All this time there was no trace of any disorder, panic or rush to the 
boats, and no scenes of women sobbing hysterically, such as one generally 
pictures as happening at such times Everyone seemed to realize slowly 
that there was imminent danger. When it was realized that we might all 
be presently in the sea with nothing but our life belts to support us until we 
were picked up by passing steamers it was extraordinary how calm everyone 
was and how completely self-controlled. 


“ANY MORE LADIES?’ THEY CRIED. 


“One by one the boats were filled with women and children, lowered and 


‘rowed away into the night. 


Presently the word went around among the men, ‘The men are to be 
put in boats on the starboard side.’ I was on the port side, and most of the 
men walked across the deck to see if this was so. I remained where I was, 
and presently heard the call: 

“*Any more ladies?” 

“Looking over the side of the ship, I saw the boat No. 13 swinging level 
with B deck, half full of ladies Again the call was repeated: 

“*Any more ladies” 

“I saw none come on, and then one of the crew looked up and said: 
ladies on your deck, sir?’ 

““*No,’ I replied. 

“‘Then you had better jump.’ 

“I dropped in, and fell into the bottom as they cried ‘lower away!’

“As the boat began to descend, two ladies were pushed hurriedly 
through the crowd on B deck and heaved over into the boat and a baby of 10 
months passed down after them. Down we went, the crew calling to those 
lowering which end to keep level, ‘aft,’ ‘stern,’ ‘both together,’ until we 
were some 10 feet from the water, and here occurred the only anxious 
moment we had during the whole of our experience from leaving the deck to 


reaching the Carpathia.

Last Minutes of the Titanic. 


“It Was now about 1 m., beautiful 
Starlight night, with no moon, go not 
very light. The sea was as calm as a 
| pond, just a gentle heave as the boat 
‘dipped up and down in the swell; an 
ideal night, except for the bitter cold 
for anyone to be out in the middle of 
the Atlantic ocean in an open boat. 

“The captain-stoker told us that he 
had been at sea twenty-six years, and 
had never yet geen such a calm night 
on the Atlantic. As we rowed away 
from the Titanic, we looked back from 
time to time to watch her, and a more 
striking spectacle it was not possible 
for anyone to see. 

“In the distance she looked an enor- 
mous length, her great bulk outlined in 
black against the starry sky, every 
port hole and saloon blazing with 
light. It was impossible to think anv- 
thing could be wrong with guch a levi- 
athian were it not for that omtnous 
tilt downward in the bows, where the 
water was by now up to the lowest 
row of port holes. 


She Settled Very Rapldly. 


“Presently, about 2 
{[ can remember, we observed her get- 
tling very rapidly, with her bows and 
the bridge completely under water, and 
concluded it was now only a question 
of minutes before she went; and so sit 
proved. She slowly tilted straight on 
end, with the stern vertically upward. 
and ag she did, the lights in the cabins 
and saloons, which had not flickered 
for a moment since we left, died out, 
came on again for a single flash, and 
finally went altogether. At the same 
time the machinery roared down 
through the vessel with a rattle anda 
groaning that could be heard for miles, 
the weirdest sound surely that could 
be heard in the middle of the ocean, a 
thousand miles away from land. But 
this was not yet quite the end. 


Titanic Dives Beneath Water. 


“To Our amazement, she remained 
in that wpright position for a time 
which I estimate at five minutes: oth- 
ers in the boat say less, but it was 
certainly some minutes, while we 
watched at least 150 feet of the Ti- 
tanic towering up above the level of 
the sea and looming black against the 
sky. Then, with a quiet, slanting dive, 
She disappeared beneath the water's.

Conditions on board the Carpathia, 
Mr. Toy said yesterday, are crowded 
to the point of great hardship. When 
the ship sailed every cabin was taken 
and the second-class passengers were 
nearly as numerous. Even with the 
steerage entirely at the disposal of the 
ship’s officers the ship cannot begin 
to accommodate the throng. 

Asked if he was surprised that the 
disaster had not caused many to call 
off their trips, Mr. Toy saiq he was 
not. 

“The dangers of ocean travel cannot 
be estimated in the same class with 
the horrible accident which has cost so 
many lives,” he explained. “I need 
only to point out that the Cunard line 
has lost but two passengers since its 
first day of business, a period of more 
than fifty years, to illustrate my point. 
I do not expect ta encounter any fall- 
ing off in business here and I think 
the same condition will prevail 
throughout the country.”
